Oe of the Upper Houſe, had a Speculation , That 
a #F che World was but one huge Animal or Living Creture, 
compos*d of innumerable members and parts, ſom Homogeneous 
or ſimilar, others Heterogeneaus or diſſimilar ; And in order to 
that they held, That God Almighty wasthe Great Soul which 
did inform and att nat the whole Bulk with motion and life , with 
vertu and vigor. for every part to perform ts peculiar function 
towards the preſervation of the Whole: According to this Do- 
Grin an Argument may be drawn by way of Induction, That if 
the parts begin to impair , the Whole muſt be in a declinixg con- 
dition; It hath been a Truth which hath paſi d from 9 
without controul, that Mankind is one of the prime parts ef the 
Univerſeand Paramount of the Sublunary World, which is de- 
monſtrable by that Dominion which was given hin over all his 
fellow-Cretures in Aire, Water, or Earth; He can make the 
towring Eagle ſtoop to his Lure from the middle Region; He can 
make the vaſt Leviathan, though a hundred times bigger than 
himſelf, to flouncefrom the deep to do him homage on the Shore; 
He can make the Elephant, thou gh forty times ſtron ger than 
himſelf, to draw up his Ships on the Carine, and do other drudg- 
eries; This appears alſo out of that Awe , which by a Kind 7 
naturall inſtinct all other Animals «ſe te ſhew Him; Inſomuc 
that tryall hath been made, how if a Man ſhould go _ and 
with a.confidence throw 75 the Arabian Deſarts , where the gre- 


teſt conconrs of wildBeaſts uſeth to be, ber none will aſſault Bim, 
but in a gazing and awfull kind of poſture they will keep their 
diſtance : Now, if Man, who is ſo conſiderable 4 part of the 
world, doth decay in his Species, tis a ſhrewd ſymptom that the 
Whole « en decadence, in 4 declining ſtate; Now, that Man 
doth impair as well in hu incellectualls and the Faculties of his 
Soul, as in the, motions and affettions of his heart, this preſent 
Age can afford more preguant proofs than moſt of the A ges be- 
fore ; For touching the Firſt » What . filous new. —

havt bin batch'd of late time: Hs both in Divinity and in the 1d4e- 
as of hely things, aswell as in all other Sciences, ſpecially in the 
Art of Policy, whorin ſuch poor Sciolifts are crept up, that 
wold turn antient Monarchies into nem popular Common- 
wealths, and [a ſet a Hydra*s head upon an old Lionꝰ nech, or 
make a Child*s ſhoo to fit a Giant*s foot.

Is Conſtantinople, wo Gran Signors were thruſt out of the 
world by their own Slaves, yet they went not to that heighth of 
Impudence as to arrai gu Them before 4 Barr of Fuſtice ; The 
Swed hath quite revolred fromthe Pole, che Portugues from 
tbe — and ſo Naples wold have done; ua a huge Army 
did the Baſha of — raiſe lately? And in the Kingdom of 
Morocco a Fellow , under the ſeoming ſhew of Sanltity , 
what acrew of riff-raff tuff did he drag after him againſt his 
lawfull King > But roxching theſe Northwelt Ilands, they have 
ont-gon all the reſt : I hoſe metamorphotd Animals do point at all 
theſe, and other de generations of the Human Creture: Nor is it 
the firſt time that Beaſts did ſpeak, for wo read of one in the Sa- 
cred Code who ſpokt ; aud beſides, Solomon ſends us to ſom of 
Them for Inſtruction: The Phrygian Fabler wat one of the
